The 
oath was administered by E. J. Lem- 
aire, clerk of the privy council, in 
the presence of Lord Byng and two or 
his staff, Arthur Sladen and Majoy 
Willis O’Connor. 

Sworn ‘in simultaneously as minis- 
ters without portfolio and to carry on 
until a regular cabinet is formed, 
were Sir Henry Drayton, Hon. H. H. 
Stevens, Sir George Perley, Hon. 
Hugh Guthrie, W. A. Black, M.P. for 
Halifax, and Senator W. D. Ross, con- 
servative leader in the senate. 

In continuing the debate on 
customs report, Lucien Cannon 
clared that the house had not yet pass- 
ed on the Stevens amendment, “and 
will not for some time yet.” There- 
fore they could offer whatever sub- 
amendment they pleased. This de- 
claration that they were out to hold 
up the Stevens amendment was greet- 
ed with vigorous Liberal applause. 
Further evidence of the fact that the 
Liberals had not lost their fighting 
spirit came when Hon. George Boivin 
rose to speak on a point of order and 
was loudly applauded.

KING OUTLINES 
GOVT’S POSITION 
ON HOUSE VOTES 


Toronto, TWneks 28.—According to a 
special. dispatch in the Toronto Star, 
Premier W. L. Mackenzie King, in an 
interview, explained the position the 
government now occupies as follows: 


“The government has not been de- 
feated. The division on the Woods- 
worth amendment, on the appeal 


from the speaker, and on the first 
motion from Mr. Beaubien to adjourn 
were all on private motions. The on- 
ly motion from the government side 
was the final motion to adjourn and 
on it we secured a majority of one.” 

“What is the effect of your accept- 
ance of the Fanshor sub-amendment?” 
he was aked. 

“That amendment is perfectly ac- 
ceptable” explained the premier, “be- 
cause in substance, it is exactly the 
same as the Woodsworth amendment 
which we were supporting. It does 
not mean that we accept the original 
Stevens’ amendment, because it is 
not involved. It has not been reach- 
ed. I made it perfectly clear that we 
were not committing ourselves in that 
respect. The purpose of accepting 
the Fanshor amendment, when I did, 
was in order to make adjournment 
possible. There had already been 
one motion to adjourn, and the rules 
require execution of business before 
another motion of adjournment can 
be made. I accepted the Fanshor 
amendment only after establishing 
the point that we supported it he- 
cause it duplicated the Woodsworth 
amendment which we have been sup- 
porting.”

REACH SEATTLE 


Seattle, June 28.—Captain Raold 
Amundsen, and 16 others, who flew 
across the north pole from Europe to 
Alaska last month, arrived here Sun- 
day from Nome, Alaska, 

“My work is fulfilled,” the Norwe- 
gian leader of the expedition declar- 
ed, “All the big problems are solved. 


The work that remains in polar ex- 


ploration is a matter of detail. Let 
others handle it,” 
Seven Norwegian members of the 


party said they likely would organize 
another Arctic expedition with the aid 
of Lincoln Ellsworth, who was Amun- 
sen's financial backer, 

Amundsen expressed himself as 
“virtually certain” that there was no 
land on the route followed by the 
Norge from Spitzbergen to Alaska. 
Probably 100,000 square miles of icy 
waters, occasionaly broken by open 
water,, were seen on the trip, the 
leader said. 

“It is impossible to be certain,” he 
asserted. “There was much fog. be- 
tween the ice pole, or pole of relative 
inaccessibility, and Alaska, but the 
fog broke from time to time and if 
there had been land we would have 
seen it,” 

“But” said the explorer, “islands 
may lie to one side or the other of 
our route—more likely to the west.”

CANCER GREATEST 
MEDICAL MYSTERY 


Victoria, B.C., June 26.—Cancer is 
still the medical profession's greatest 
mystery, according to Dr. James Mil- 
ler, of Queen’s University, Kingston, 
who addressed the Canadian Medical 
convention here yesterday on the pre- 
sent conditions of the problem. 

New treatments, claimed to be cura- 
tive, had been advanced recently 
had yet to be substantiated, de- 
clared. Meanwhile, it was incorrect 
fo say nothing was known of cancer, 

A vast amount of study had been 
given the disease and much valuable 
data secured, 

Referring to the theory announced 
by Dr. Win. EK. Gye, of London, last 
year, Dr. Miller said it had been shat- 
tered by subsequent experiments in 
the United States conducted by Dr. 
James Murphy. Dr. Gye had not an- 
swered the Murphy questions and. still 
had to substantiate his claim, Dr. Gye 
said Dr. Miller, had attempted to cul- 
tivate the supposed cancer germ in a 
special medium. THis experiments had 
tended to show that two bodies were 
present and theory was both cancer 
germ and a chemical factor.

U.F.A. GOVERNMENT 
AGAIN RETURNED 


Premier Brownlee’s U.F.A. govern- 
ment exceeded general expectations 
and swept into power again on the 
wave of Monday's general election 
with practically the same majority as 
it enjoyed in the past five years. 

Definite figures on Tuesday gave 
the Farmers 87 seats, the Liberals 4, 
Conservatives 3 and Labor One 
Independent, R. H. Parkyn, of Calgary 
was returned. 

In 12 ridings where the returns 
were incomplete, or where a second 
count was necessary, the U.F.A. were 
leading in four ridings, Liberals in six, 
Conservatives in none, Labor in one, 
and one seat in Edmonton, was doubt- 
ful, with the probability that it would 
g0 to a Conservative or Independent. 

J.T. Shaw, Liberal leader, was tied 
up in a close race with Ben Plum: 
mer, U.F.A,, in Bow Valley, and a 
second count was proceeding. 

A. A. McGillivray, Conservative 
leader, swept into the legislature from 
Calgary with a huge majority, head- 
ing the polls. 

In Edmonton, Hon, J. FP, Lymburn, 
new attorney general and the only 
U.F.A, candidate in a city riding, pro- 
vided a big surprise by leading the 
poll there, Colonel GC. Y. Weaver, 
Conservative, was clected, W. W. Pre- 
vey and J. C. Bowen, Liberals, and one 
other seat may go to a Conservative.

Since last report, great improve- 
ment has been brought about in the 
crop conditions in the southern dist 
tricts by rains which in most of the 
districts were quite heavy, and were 
general over the ontire south in vary:

ing degree, Though these rains 
came somewhat too late to bring 
about a complete recovery of the 


crop which had already suffered trom 
high winds and lack of moisture, the 
large percentage of grain acreage in 
the south now gives promise of a 
good average crop, There is uneven 
germination over a considerable area 
due to the activities of the cutworms 
and to dry conditions, but the citua- 
tion on the whole, in the southern 
districts, is much more promising 
than a fortnight ago, with the summer 


fallow crops an dlate sown grain 
looking very well. 
Throughout the central and nor- 


thern parts the crop outlook is very 
satisfactory. There has been suffici- 
ent moisture at all times and although 
the weather has been somewhat cool 
the crop is a splendid color and well 
advanced for this time of the year, 

Speaking generally, the wheat crop 
is coming into the shot blade, with 
the early grain in southern districts 
heading out. The prospects are for 
an early harvest. 

Prospects in the dairying industry 
are reported to be brighter than last 
year, with promise of increased pro- 
duction. Alfalfa cutting is in pro- 
gress in the south, with a good crop 
being taken off.

European countries, surfeited 
with population, were groaning under 
dire economic pressure, and our “free 
farm” propaganda carried a special 
appeal. to the landless masses there. 

It took the world the better part of 
half a million years to reach a popu- 
lation of 750 millions up to the year 
1800. Food had normally been scarce 
and this near starvation condition 
had acted as a powerful brake on na- 
tural increase according to well known 
economic laws. Then came the gol- 
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rapidly everywhere.

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But economic laws are at work and 
we need entertain no apprehension. 
Vital statistics demonstrate clearly 
that the general birth rate is falling 
Great Britain 
now has the lowest birthrate of any 
nation, even lower than that of 
France. Economists now predict a 
stationary, or possibly receding, world 
population. Beyond all shadow of: 
doubt, in fifteen or twenty years, 
Canada will look overseas in vain for 
surplus man power to develop her re- 
And the birth rate of our 
own native stock is falling ominous- 
ly. We need consult no statistics to 
convince of that fact. 


So Canada is essentially working 
against time in her present leisurely 
With the pass- 
ing of each year the problem will be 
irrevocably intensified. For a fey 
years yet the world may remain part- 
ly over populated with adults, but 
our chances to secure more people 
are dwindling steadily day by day. | 
It requires no prophetic foresight to 
conclude that Canada’s opportunity is 
“now or never,” ne 

And yet there is not the smallest in- 
dication that our statesmen can be 
shaken out of the present sluggardly 
attitude on this subject and that this 
fundamental and urgent national prob- 
lem will be solved within nature’s| 
time limit. The stagnant, routine 
methods of the past are out-of-date. 


The situation demands bold,  far- 
sighted policies. 
Conserve 
Our Manhood 
A district labor council recently 


went emphatically on record against 
any policy of assisted immigration to 
Canada in view of the widespread win- 
ter unemployment, which has afflicted 
nearly every part of the country since 
the post-war inflation period. The 
basis of the objection was, of course, 
the stereotyped one that the new- 
comers would either aggravate the 
problem and wtimately demoralize | 
wages and drive Canadian labor over, 
the border. On the surface, the argu- 
ment looks plausible enough, but it 
will not stand closer analysis. 


It should be borne in mind that 
Canada is not prosecuting a policy of 
indiscriminate immigration. Far from 
it. The present policy apparently is 
to confine all efforts to interesting ag- 
ricultural setlers only, In the United 
States, one family o n the land ap- 
proximately balances two in towns. 
In Canada one on the land supports 
one in town, It should, therefore, be 
reasonably obvious that the effort of 
colonizing agricultural settlers in 
Canada cannot possibly contribute to 
our unemployment problem. In fact, 
the result should be, and must be, 
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CROPS ARE GOOD 
ALL OVER WEST 


Winnipeg, Man., June 28—All parts 
of the west have been favored with 
rain during the past two weeks, preci- 
pitation being beneficial tn crops in 
general and particularly so in dis- 
tricts where relief was needed for 
conditions bordering on drouth, ac- 
cording to the crop report of the agri- 
cultural department oof the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. 


Naturally the precipitation was 
heavy and penetrated well into the 
ground, and the crop outlook is now 
decidedly improved. Wheat on aver- 
age is up to ten to twelve inches and 
there are occasional fields showing 
stands up to eighteen inches. Color 
is good and grain is well stooled out 
Oats and barley are also coming along 
fine, and present indications are fav- 
orable. Fall rye is headed out and on 
the whole is promising. Taking the 
western crop throughout there is 
nothing of an adverse nature to re- 
port. Farmers are now busy at their 
summer fallowing and new breaking, 
and are apparently carrying out this 
work more thoroughly than usual. 
An encouraging feature in many local- 
ities of the west is the fact that an 
increasing number of farmers are 
planting fruit trees and shelter belts, 
and in other ways improving farm 
surroundings. Pasture lands are good 
and this is reflected in the increased 
cream shipments, 


Continuous rains of many hours’ 
duration in Manitoba have provided 
that province generally with moisture 
sufficient for some time to come. The 
crops in many sections were needing 
it, but all will now share in the bene- 
fit of the good rainfall of the past 
week. The satisfactory moisture con- 
ditions now obtaining with warmer 
temperatures will go a long way to- 
wards promoting rapid and healthy 
growth. Condition of the wheat crop 
continues good, and all of the early 
svain is in shot blade, Oats and bar- 
ley are also good, early oats especial- 
ly so. In fact, all earlier sown grains 
are well advanced and recent precipi- 
tation will bring later sown on rap- 
idly.

Bear Hunting In Rockies Best In Spring 


Experience and. science alike have 
shown that salt is essential to the 
good health and thrift of farm live 
stock, It is not a food nor does it 
directly increase the digestibility of 
food but it nevertheless plays an im- 
portant part in the work of nutrition. 
Very briefly its chief functions in the 
animal economy are: as an appetizer 
and a substance which make the feed 
more palatable; as a stimulant and, 
tonic, when taken in small amounts; 
as a source of hydrochloric acid, a 
normal constituent of the gastric 
juice. Its use therefore leads to a 
larger consumption of food, and, fur- 
ther, by stimulating digestion, per- 
mits the animal to make a larger and 
more profitable return in flesh or 
milk production. 

Of all farm animals, cows in milk 
require the largest amount of salt. It 
may be given at regular intervals or 
mixed with the meal at the rate of 
half a pound to 100 pounds of the con- 
centrates—or the cows may be allowed

To those to whom thely own. per- 
sonal affairs loom so large as to shut 
from sight almost all consideration 
of the larger affairs of the state, a 
vote for a-government whose term of 
office synchronized with economic 
recovery following a disastrous slump, 
was sufficient justification for a vote 
for that government, In such a case 
no inquiry was made as to whether 
or not the government had the least 
influence over the economic improve: 
ment that has come about, 

Satisfaction at present prices of 
fgrm products was largely responsible 
for the government's victory, as dis- 
satisfaction with the pfices that pre- 
vailed five years ago was responsible 
for the victory of the farmers’ gov- 
ernment at that time. 

The retention in office of Mr, 
Brownlee is not a disaster to the pro- 
vince. But the effeet of it will ad. 
versely affect the U.I.A. organization 
which must now rank definitely as a 
political machine whose chief work 
will be narrowed down to the. fune- 
tions of a purely political organization 
and limited to a membership of those 
among farmers who subscribe to the 
ilea of class-group political control. 
Its functions will be those of a_poli- 
tical machine that must support the 
policies of its political leaders. As 
time goes on, its policies will be more 
wnd more dictated by political exig- 
encles due to inereasing pressure of 


all other classes that will threaten 
its political suecess. In the past it 
has been) abundantly proved — that 


class-group domination cannot be per- 
petuated beeause of the inherent in- 
justice to other classes with regard to 
participation in affairs which are com: 
mon to all The end of such domina- 
tion will inevitably come, when the 
influence for good that the ULIF.A, as 
i non-political organization was cap- 
able of , will have become a total loss 
to the farmers of this provinee.
